ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Lewisand Clark Park will be smilar in operating budget, FTE and revenue collections to Missouri
Headwaters State Park in Three Forks. Specifically, $12,000 in operations; $37,436 for 1.25 FTE and
$12,800 in revenues.

2. Educationd State Park will be the size of the Kramer IMAX thesetre located in Regina, Saskatchewan with
amilar saff (FTE) and annua budget (West Y dlowstone IMAX was dso consulted). Note: IMAX movie
leasing averages $25,000 per movie plusa 7 percent of gate, annua maintenance fees = $75,000-95,000
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per year. Total annua operating costs estimated to be $400,000 per year. Ultimately, costs are difficult to
eslimate.

Sincethebill listed IMAX brand theatre, no other large screen format was considered.

Homestead State Park will be haf the operating budget, FTE and revenue collections of Bannack State
Park near Dillon. Specifically = $19,000 in operations; $45,617 for 1.43 FTE and $24,302 in revenues.
Revenues from parks user feeswill occur only in the second year of the biennium and not until 2004 for
Educationd State Park due to the time of congtruction, marketing and opening the fecility.

Facility improvements and congtruction will be required at each of the proposed parks a varying levels as
listed on the attached sheet.

Equipment needs are estimated to be three vehicles, two small tractors with front buckets and flail mowers
and ariding mower with plow blade. These will be required for maintenance, landscaping, snow remova
and basic trangportation. These will be purchased in FY 2002.

FTE codts represent full gaffing leve for Lewis and Clark and Homestead and only a manager (1.00 FTE,
grade 14 - $35,122) for Education State Park in FY 2002. The second year of the biennium represents full
FTE cogts and gtaff for dl three parks.

Educationa State Park has 14 .00 FTE which are new in FY 2003 a an average of grade 7 entry level with
benefits ($298,402). Totd FTE for Educationd State Park is a minimum estimate from other theetres.

10. Personal services and operations costs will rise by 3.4 percent and 3.0 percent respectively, each year.
